Runs Away Again. 

At 2 a.m. the home of Edwin 
Smith, 8785 Page bculevard, was en- 
tered, and the burglar, after leaving 
the kitchen door open, went to the 
bedroom, Mrs. Smith awoke and 
sereamed, and ‘the negro ran out, 
without taking her gold watch, 
which was on the bureau.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—A course in 
artistic costuming is a novel feature 
of the program offered by Columbia 
University to students in the fine arts 
department this fall.

Wheeler Bond, 
Health Commissioner, said Wednesday 
that he does not believe the condition

4830 Le Duc street is due to vaccine 
serum infection. 

Jessie :-was -vaccinated at the Cote 
Brilliante Public School Sept. 3. In 
the hope of checking the disease, Dr. 
L. C. McElwee of 1221 North Grand ave- 
nue administered anti-tetanus serum 
Monday. 

Dr. McElwee told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday that he was sum- 
moned to the McFarland home about 
midnight Sunday, but did not go until 
Monday morning.

‘The parents tell me that the small 
Seratch has been there some time, 
and its early history is not known. 
It has never caused the boy any trou- 
ble, they say. e 

“After the boy was vacainated the 
family was very careful with 
wound, they told me. I know 
parents to be very. careful with .the 
children, and believe the wound re- 
ceived better care than in most fami- 
ltes. “To my mind there is no reason~ 
able cause for infection except by the 
vaccine virus. 

“Medical records show that tetanus 
symptoms may develop much ' later 
than 20 days, as contended by the 
nhysicians of the Health Department. 
When I was called Sunday night it 
had been 23 aays after the child was 
vaccinated. It is extremely reason- 
able to say that the infection was 
from the vaccination.” 

“Tetanus from vaccination never de- 
velops more than 16 days after the vac- 
cination.” said Dr. Bond. All medical 
authorities agree on. that point. The 
McFarland boy was vaccinated 26 days

ago.’ 

“Tetanus following vaccination 
never de¥Yelops more than 20 days 
afier the vaccination,” said Assistant 
Hiealth Commissioner Jordan. “All 
riedical authorities agree on. that 
roint. Had it developed in less than 
26 days we might think it was caused 
by’ vaccination.”

Last Message From Balloon. | 

The last message received from the 
America II was shouted on the after- 
noon of Oct, 18 by Post to James Des- 
mond at Carter’s Siding, Mich., accord- 
ing to a telegram received Wednesday 
hy Lambert from J. W. Mlannon, a 
newspaper correspondent at Traverse 
City, Mich. The dispatch follows: 

“Traverse City; Mich, Oct. 2% — 
James Desmond of the Desmond Chemi- 
eal Co., at Carter’s Siding, north of 
Thompsonville, talked with the America 
Il Tuesday afternoen, Oct. 18%. The bal- 
loon descevded ‘o within 125 feet of 
the earth and wne of the occupants, 
who said his name was Augustus Post, 
shouted:

4:36 p. m. Headed northeast.’ 

“Post asked the location and the 
name of the next large city they 
would strike. He was told Traverse 
City. Tne America’ II was sighted 
at other points to the northeast, as 
told in previous dispatches. 

“J. 'W. HANNON.” 

Forecaster Devereaux, who thinks 
the balloonists were drowned in 

Lake Superior, told his reasons in an 
interview Wednesday. He said: 

“There was a ‘low’ moving. this way 
when the balioons started from St. 
Louis, and this caused the wind to 
low from the south about the time the 
balloons crossed Lake Michigan. This 
. south wind took the America II direct- 
ly north, I believe, over the eastern 
end of Lake Superior. 

“By the time it got there, the ‘low’ 
had got to the southeast of the al- 
loon, and the America and her pas- 
sengers were swept northwest and then 
south over Lake Superior. Later, ac- 
cording to the Weather. Bureau records, 
the wine shifted again to a northerly 
direction, but apparently the aeronauts 
did not reach terra firma.”’

OF LOST BALLOONS 


Several Aecronauts Have Met 
Death or Mishap Near 
/ the Great Lakes. 


Anxiety as to the fate of the missing 
neronauts, "Hawley and Fost, recalis 
balloon tragedies and mishaps of. the 
great lakes and the Canadian forests. 

More than 51 years ago two balloon- 
ists were lost {in the Canadian wilder- 








ness and were not heard from for two 
weeks. They were Prof. Jonn la Moun- 


tain subsequently was aeronautical en- 
gineer to the Army of the Potomac un 


eral ascents for information during the 
var. 

On Sept. 22, 1869, 
1 Haddock ascended from Watertown, N. 
Y., and were carried over the Canadian 
forests during tne night. Finding them- 
se'ves above a wilderness, they de- 
scended. With daylight they ascende-] 
again, but later came down, as they 
were still being driven northward. 

For four days they wandered in the 
wilderness without food. and the oniv 
clothing they had was what they were 
wearing when they left Watertown in a 
temperature of & degrees. They were 
rescued by lumbermen 30 miles from 
their starting point. La Mountain was 
using a silk balloon of 70,000 cubic feet 
capacity, named the Atlantic. 

Prof. Wise’s Disappearance. 

Prof. John Wise ascended from St. 
Louls on Sept. 28, 1897, with a com- 
panion in the Pathfinder. His inten- 
tion, like that of Hawley and Post, was 
tou remain up as long as he could. The 
balloon was last seen over Carlinville, 
Til. Several weeks tater the hody of 
the passengér was washed ashore from 
Lake Michigan. Nothing was ever seen 
afterward of Wise or any part of the 
balloon. 

Washington 8. Donaldson | ‘went up 
from Chicago on July 16, 1875. With him 
was Newton 8. Grimwood, a newspaper 
man, who won the privilege of making 
the ascent by drawing lote. They start- 
ed at 5 o'clock fn the afternoon. At 7 
o’clock they were seen to rise from the 
surface of Lake Michigan, on which the 
car had been trafling, abeut thirty miles 
from the shore. At li o clock @ violent 
tompest arose. On Aug. 16, a month and 
a day later, the body of Grimwood was 
washed ashore at the opposite side of 
the lake. Neither Donaldson nor any 
fragment of the balloon was ever seen 


again.

SUFFERS FROM COLD 


Comes Down With Frost 
Rimmed Goggles and a 
‘Dripping Aeroplane. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispateh. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Twelve thou- 
sand people, of whom. 2000 at least 
are notable in American life saw 
Ralph Johnstone take to the sKy in 
a Wright biplane at Belmont Park 
yesterday intent on capturing the 
American record for altitude and pos- 
sibly smashing the world’s record. 

They saw him an hour and 10 min- 
utes later emerge from a leaden sky 
hung with mist and two hours after- 
ward he had come to the ground with 
the little barograph machine regis- 
tering his triumph. It showed that 
he ha@ gone up 7303 feet and snatched 
from J. Armstrong Drexel, the mil- 
lionaire aviator the American alti- 
tude championship that the young 
sportsman had won only 24 hours pre- 
viously when he mafe a flight of 7105 
feet. The world’s altitude record is 
9186 feet. 

Struck Intense Cold, 

Not only had Johnstone risked his 
life in his wonderful feat, but he had 
gone through severe physical suffer- 
ing to attain the triumph. He had 
sent his biplane hurling upward 
through storms of sleet that lashed 
and cut his face and still upward 
until he had passed through areas of 
thick, feathering snow and finally got 
into space so bitterly cold that feet 
and hands were numb and the moist- 
ure on his glasses froze into an 
opaque ice that blinded -him, His 
motor was working perfectly all the 
time, however, and he said when he 
returned from his thrilling journey 
that he had turned his biplane back 
to earth solely on account of the 
Arctic cold that pierced the woolen 
cap drawn over his ears, knifed its 
way through the thick leather jacket, 
sweater and heavy underclothing that 
he wore and bit at his hands and feet 
and through heavy leather gloves, 
shoes and hip-leather boots. 

Machine Dripping Wet. 

Even as he had fought the eleménts 
going up, he also-had to come down 
through snow and-‘sleet; thé delicate 
planes of his fi¥ing machine ice-clad 
until he struck a warmer, lower region 
of air which thawed them. His ma- 
chine was dripping wet when he came 
down on the darkening field. His gog- 
giles were still rimmed with frost. 

Johnstone’s descent from the clouds 
was sensationally spectacular. He came 
in long, sweeping glides, gathering such 
momentum that it seemed to thousands 
of the watchers that the bi-plane must 
come straight to the earth with a splin- 
tering crash. But just at the right in- 
stant Johnstone had an effective twist 
for the planes, breaking the fall and

Attorney-General’s Agent 
Contends That Federal 
Court Has Jurisdiction. 


QUESTIONED BY JUDGE 


Members of Supreme Bench 
Go Into Every Phase of the. 
Prosecution’s Case. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%.—Following 
is a summary of the Government's side 
in the proceedings before the United 
States Supreme Court after Delancey 
Nicoll had finished his argument in be- 
half of the Press Publishing Co., New 
York World in the matter of the Pan- 

ama libel case. 

Mr. Nicoll’s argument was ir support 
of his brief filed in answer to the ap- 
peal taken by the Government after 
Judge Hough in the New York Federal 
Court had thrown the case out. The 
whole question is whether the Govern- 
ment has the right to prosecute the de- 
fendant as requested by Theodore 
Roosevelt in his special message to 
Congress filed in 1908, when he was 
President of the United States. | 

In the proceedings before the United 
States Supreme Court the Government 
Was represented by James C. McRey- 
nolds, special assistant to the Attorney- 
General. 

Mr. Nicoll, in his argument, contend- 
ed that this was the first time since 
law prevailed that it had been 








‘brought into action. He concluded his_ 
speech with this phrase: 

“Ag a matter of. fact, the prosecu- 
tion is premature. It is bern before 
its time. It belongs to that new dis- 
pensation when the Federal Govern- 
ment_shall- have taken to itself all 
poWer and all authority, when the 
‘states shall have been reduced to mers 
geographical divisions of the nationa! 
domain, when the Federal tribunals 
shall no longer decidé cases in ac- 
cordance with precedent and the au- 
thority of the law of the land, but in 
accordance with the need and spirit of 
the times as they may be interpreted 
by gome great steward of the public 
welfare.” 

The Government's Side. 

Mr. McReynolds then rose to make the 
closing argument on behalf of the United 
States. He asked. if anything could be 
plaimer than the facts. ‘‘Libel was not 
excluded from the Story act, 1825. 

“Its terms were broad enough to in- 
clude it,” he said. “It was followed 
by the act of 1866 and still libel was not 
excluded from it. Its terms and words 
were wide enough to include it. It 
went into the compilation of 1877 in the 
same form. The act of 1898 was passed 
and still libel was within the words of 
the act, and finally the act of 1909, 
passed in March of that year, about 
three months after this message from 
the President of the United States call- 
ing attention to this very situation. That 
act-is broad enough in its terms to in- 
clude libel. } 

“Now, if there be anything itn the 
history of this act through the & years 
of its existence does it not prove con- 
clusively that it was the purpose of 
|Congress to exclude nothing from the 
words of the act, and that they were in- 
ended to mean just what they did mean 
at the common law? Is it conceivable 
that through all these years Congress 
should have done this thing with its 
eyes wide open, and especially is it 
conceivable that it should have passed 
the act of 1900 after this very case was 
under consideration with terms broad 
enough to include it?’ 

Same Offense Published Twice. 

Mr. Justice Day: In the District of 
Columbia could not the offense be 
reached by one of the statutes of the 
district?

Mr. Justice Day: Is it not a statut 
of West Point? 

Mr. McReynolds: No, it is a statute 
of the United States applicable to West 
Point, just as much as the statutes of 
the United States are applicable to the 
District of Columbia. 

Mr. Juatice Day: I simply desire to 
call your attention to the _ situation 
where the same offense might be pun- 
ished twice. 

Mr. McReynolds: I wag calling atten- 
tion to policy, not to the present condition 
of the law. Why should not the people 
of West Point be protected from the bad 
efects of a libel circulation within that 
territory? 

Mr. Justice Lurton: Was the paper re- 
ceived by any person made the subject 
of this libel? 

Mr. McReynolds: Not so far as it ap- 
pears, The indictment upon its face 
does not show where these parties re- 
ceived it. 

Mr. Justice Harlan: What parties? 

Mr. McReynolds: The parties libeled 
—Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Taft, Mr. Robinson 
and Mr. Charles Taft of Cincinnati. 
Now, everybody knows a publication in 
the law of libel ts not confined to the 
mere printing of the thing. We all 
know that under the wel] established 
doctrines the crime of libel is commit- 
ted 8Svery time the defamatory written 
thing passes from one hanéd to another. 
A man, by publishing a newspaper in 
the city of New York and sending a 
copy into every county in: every State 
of the United States, commits a sepa- 
rate and distinct offense in every one 
of those counties. ° 

Mr. Justice White Questions. 

Mr. Justice White: You mean by the 
law of New York? 

Mr. McReynolds: 
York. 

Mr. Justice White: As I understand 
it, the greater difference between your- 
self and counsel on the other side, as I 
see it, is your difference as to what is 
the law of New York. 

Mr. McReynolds: I differ frem him 
absolutely. 

Mr. Justice White: I say that is the 
greatest difference Detween you. 

Mr. McReynolds: Perhaps so, if there 
be degrees. 

Mr. Justice White: Now, then, you 
say by the law of New York, where a 
paper is printed in New York it stands 
in a better position? 

Mr. McReynolds: It does. . 

Mr. Justice White: If this statute 
adopts the law of New York, why does 
it not give the same advantage to the 
paper in New York as it would give if 
it were printed there? ‘ 

Mr. McReynolds: If you grant that 
you have not advanced. 

Mr. Justice White: I do not say I 
have, but I am trying to. 

Mr. McReynolds: Even if you grant 
that, these provisions are in reference 
to the places where the libel may be 
prosecuted and not as to the place 
where the crime may be committed. 

Mr. Justice Day: This indictment does 
not show upon its face whether these 
parties were residents of the State of 
New York or not. 

Mr. MeReynolds: £ do not think it 
does. | 

Mr. Justice Day: Does it appear in 
the motion to quash? 

Mr. McReynolds: No,.I think not; I 
do not recall it. 

Mr. Nicoll: I think it shows as to 
Mr. Cromwell and one other, but nr’ 
as to the majority of individuals. 

Mr. McReynolds: I do not recall that 
it showed at all. 

Nothing as to Residence. 

Mr. Justice Lurton: Did I understand 
you to say there is not averment in 
this indictment as to the residence of 
any of the libeled parties? 

Mr. McReynolds: I do not recall it. 

Mr. Nicoll: There is no averment as 
to residence in the indictment. 

Mr. Justice Lurton: Which of these 
two sections then does this case come, 
under section 249 or 250? 

Mr. McReynolds: The indictment does 
not show on its face where these people 
were. It was not demurred to, and if 
that question was desired to be raised 
it should have been done by some proper 
pleading. 

Mr. Justice Lurton: The 
Was quashed. 

Mr. McReynolds—It was quashed 
because the court held in broad terms 
this act of 1898 did not apply to libel 
committed or circulated by a publi- 
cation in West Point. 

Justice White Interrupts, 

“Let me see if I understand your 
position,” Justice White interrupted. 
“I. do not just get it, and I would 
like to have it straight in my head. 
As I understand this proceedings the 
law of New York says if a libel is 
printed in the State of New York 
then it can be only prosecuted in two 
places—where it is printed or where, 
if a man is a resident of New York, 
he resides,” 

Mr. McReynolds—yYes, str. 

Mr, Justice White—Here is a libel 
printed in New York. You do not 
show these people reside at West 
Point, and therefore under the law 
of New York, if you apply the law 
of New York totidem verbis, here is 
@ paper printed in New York which 
could not under the law of New York 
be prosecuted in New York at all. 

Mr, McReynolds—Yes, sir, 

Mr. Justice White—And then you 
go on and by analogy say, but the 
New York law prevails if a paper is 
printed in New Jersey. If a paper & 
printed in New Jersey and circulated 
in New York it can be prosecuted 
anywhere in New York. What has 
that provision to do with the case, 
except you reason by remote analogy 
with paper printed in New York? 
How do you come to adopt the law of 
New York as to a paper printed in 
New Jersey? That is the trouble in 
my mind.

One of the Men Fits Descrip- 
tion of One of Purchasers 
of Explosive.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 2.—A 
Los Angeles dispatch to a local paper 
Says that three Times’ dynamiter sus- 
pects will be arrested today when the 
Pacific mail liner San Juan reaches the 
port of Acapulco, on the Mexican Coast. 

According to the dispatch, which is 
asserted to be base on information re- 
ceived from Chief Galloway of Los An- 
geles, yesterday, from the Btate De 
partment at Washington, the baggage 
of the three suspected passengers has 
been seized by the captain of the San 
Juan upon instructions from Secretary 
Krox. The men, it is said, h2ve been 
under close surveillance for four days, 
and will be arrested at 10 o’clock this 
morning, when the boat Is scheduled to 
land, by Mexican afficers, and the 
American consular agent at Acapulco. 

Answer Descriptions. 

The suspects, the dispatch continues, 
are believed to be the men who pur- 
chased the 500 pounds of explosive from 
the Giant Powder Co., at Giant, Cal., on 
Sept. 17.

Séherrer’s 
proposition was to give the city a strip 
of land 7300 feet long and a cash bonus 
of $400,000, provided the eastern ap- 
proach of the bridge was diverted south- 
eastwardly toward the Boisemenue tract 
of land, in which Boismenue is largely 
interested as a real estate agent. 

Hjs proposition was included in a prop- 
osition of the Manufacturers’ Railway 
(Busch line) to build and own the west- 
ern approach to the bridge. A bill em- 
bodying this proposition !s now pending 
in the Assembly. 2 

Scherrer says he and his associates, 
apmprised of the law firm of Stern & 
Haberman and Michael Feinberg of Chi- 
cago, will build a belt line on the East 
Side to connect with the Free Bridge, 
and will ask for a franchise on the 
bridge and in several St. Louis streets. 


Scherrer said he had been advised by 
his lawyers that, if he laid tracks from 
the east. plier of the bridge along the 
proposed right of way of the approach, 
the City Council could not condemn the 
land.

PROSECUTION 


Neither Will Ellis Have Any 
Part in the Trial of 
Magnates,. 





JUDGE LANDIS .WINS 





He Objected to the Way the 
Case in Chicago Was 
Conducted.

NGTON, Oct. .~United 


States District Attorney Sims of Chi- 
cago will not have direct charge of the 
prosecution of the twelve beef barons 
indicted in the Beef Trust, neither will 
Wade H. Ellis, President Taft's first 
trust buster, have anything to do with 
the trials, which are scheduled to be- 
gin in January. These statements come 
from the Department of Justice, Mr. 
Sims has spent two days conferring 
with Attorney-General Wickersham and 
the former assistant to the Attorney- 
General, Mr. Ellis, was called in by the 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Sims has gone back to Chicago 
and it is authoritatively stated that 
District Attorney Wilkerson, associated 
with assistant to the Attorney-General 
Kenyon, will have charge of the trials 
of the beef magnates. 

These conclusions of the Attorney- 
General solve a row which has been on 
for several months rn the Department 
of Justice, and for nearly two years in 
the Taft administration. Federal 
Judge Landis of Chicago precipitated 
the row and his view of the case im- 
pressed Mr. Wickersham to such an ex- 
tent that he has relieved Sims of the 
active. prosecution of the Beef Trust. 


Officers Not Indicted, 
Judge Landis teok exception to the 


manner in which Sims presented his 
evidence against the Beef Trust to a 
Federal grand jury. This body had 
before it Wade H. Ellis also. Mr. 
Ellis resigned from the Department 
of Justice and accepted a retainer 
as a special counsel for the Govern- 
pment. The case against the Trust 
produced an indictment of the Na- 
tional Packing Co., but none against 
its officers. 

This report did not please Judge 
Landis. He called for the evidence 
and submitted it to a second grand 
jury. The evidence was put before 
this body by Wilkerson and Kenyon. 
Twelve beef magnates were indicted. 

Judge Landis did not mince words 
when he commented on the failure 
of the lawyers to bring indictments 
against individuals in the first pres- 
entation. Hig irritation at Sims and 
Ellis had led t& their retireemnt from 
the case. 

Mr. Wickersham had gone over the 
case with Sims as it is now organized, 
but Sims will not have the task of

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%.—Col. Robert J. 
Haire was committed to the Tombs yes- 
terday by Judge Mulqueen in default of 
$5000 bail after his arrest on charges by 
the . District Attorney’s office of at- 
tempted subornation of perjury. He has 
practiced law in New York for 40 years. 
His partner, Harold W. Triplett, was 
mentioned by Judge Mulqueen as being 
jointly connected with the alleged trans- 
actions, but he did not appear In court 
and up to a late hour last night had 
not been arrested.

The residents of Jefferson City who will have 
certain spectacular advantages should be no more 
interested to win success for Constitutional 
Amendment No. 6 than the other people of Mis- 
souri. That a State as rich and influential should 
have. been so long without a Capitol of a size to 
meet the physical demands and a beauty of archi- 
tecture to satisfy a community growing: toward 
the highest standards of culture and artistic taste 
is a sorry comment on Missouri’s spirit of prog- 
ress. 

Aside from the need of a mere building large 
enough to house State officials there is real need 
of an edifice which wil] be an inspiration to re- 
spect for the Government which, in a measure, it 
symbolizes.

/If the Dutchnian’s aunt or another per- 
son, of whom he has expectations, is ill, 
he attempf®*to time the possibilities of 
speedy or deferred inheritance by the 
following method: Unbeknown to the 
stricken person, he smuggles a piece of 
rock salt into the invalid’s hand. If it 
dissolves, then the patient must die, 
and if no physician has been called in 
so far, none is wanted. 

The Dutch are exceedingly sparing of 
words, but their ‘‘God bless you!” after 
some one has sneezed is both quick and 
hearty. That sneezing is an “evil, and 
bad effects of which can be averted 
by prayer,’’ is an almost world-wide 
supersition, but ag colonizers, the Dutch 
had particular attention to test its unit- 
versality. Sneezing is taken more seri- 
ously in Holland than anywhere else. 

To stumble on the staircase when in 
a strange house, and particularly when 
on an errand of importance, is con- 
sidered the very worst of omens, and 
to disregard it is courting disaster. 

Dutchmen will tell you with the ut- 
most seriousness that William III., the 
King whom they lent to the English, 
didn’t eat more than a few mouthfuls 
when he stumbled on the way to the 
dining room, though, as a rule, he was 
the most voracious of feeders, even 
among royal heads. 

But because William chose to fast 
‘once in a@ great while it is argued that 
all stumblers, like him, must don sack- 
cloth—certainly a contention calculated 
to make superstitions look foolish, for 
it would be only logical to likewise 
reason that people must indulge ‘in 
gluttony on the days when the King 
was careful with his feet as he went 
in to dinner.

Miss Ida Gordon-Stables, a daughter 
of a‘noted English author and captain 
of the land yacht Wanderer, is in St. 


‘ Louls for the purpose of turning so- 


clety women into gypsies. 

A charming young woman is Miss 
‘Gordoit-Stables,, with luminous dark- 
brown eyes, a complexion that owes 
nothing to cosmetics and an ease and 
@race of carriage that comes of 2 


years of outdoor life. 

“Any woman can find health and hap- 
piness if she will be a gypsy,” she told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Caravanning is a species of restora- 
tion and recreation unknown in Amer- 
ica, but I hope tu introduce it into 
this country. JI might say that I was 
reared in a caravan, a house on wheels, 
in which my father and mother and I 
lived and traveled from May to Octo- 
ber every year. 

“I am quite sure that if Americans 
once take up the pastime of caravan- 
ning it will become extremely popular.” 

With the affection of a sailor for his 
ship Miss Gordon-Stables always refers 
to the Wanderer as “‘she.’’ 

Bathes on Front Platform. 

“Yon could».not Imagine any craft 
more ship-shape,”’ she said. ‘Her finish 
's Of mahogany throaghout and she has 
living accommodations for four per- 
sons. Bedise.the sleeping apartments 
fnere {Is a living room and a kitchen. 
Our bathroom, J think, is quite ingen- 
ious. We stretch curtains around the 
driver's seat and the dashboard and 
bathe in a collapsibre tub on the front 
platform as, I think, you would call it 
in America. 

“Caravan life is a delightful existence. 
My father, Dr. William Gordon-Stables, 
a noted physician and surgeon who died 
less than @ year ago, used to say that 
it Was a specific for nervous diseases. 
It is the ideal rest cure. It is much 
better, even, than living in the most at- 
tractive of country homes, because of 


the daily change of surroundings and |]- 


scenery. 

“Not all of our wandering life is spent 
in the caravan. We have tents with 
us, and when we come upon a likely 
camping piace we pitch them and live 
outdoors. On the average we do from 
20 to 2% miles ..day. As a rule we 


“avoid the towns and keep to the open 


country. 

“We'carry a stock of provisions, and 
for variety we have fresh milk, butter, 
eggs and poultry obtained from farmers. 
I do not know how it is in America, 
but in England 4 farmer is offended if 
a .caravanner offers to pay him for 
anything. 

Interested in Roads. 

“I am interested in learning what 
sort of roads you have here in America. 
In England practically every country 
road and nearly all of the, lanes are 
tarred—asphalt roads, I believe you call 
them. We have seen very rough travel- 
ing in the mountain regions of Scotland 
and in the bogs of Ireland. My mother 
and I will make the journey and we 
hope to cruise in the Wanderer from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Coast. I 
hope to pay the expenses of the journey 
by writing, @n my father always did 

“For our American tour we probably 
shall fit the Wanderer with motors. In 
England it is drawn by two horses. This 


method of propulsion might prove too 


slow to suit American ideas. For our- 
selves, we shall select the motors for 
power rather than for speed and shall 
not attempt to break any time records 
in crossing the country. Half the charm 
of caravanning is to move lazily across 
the country enjoying the scenery and 
resting your nerves. 

‘In England we have a Caravan Club, 


of which my father was vice-president. 
There is an annua] meet where all the 
* members who can do so 
. their caravans.
